READING OF BOOKS 
IS MORE POPULAR 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
April 21.— 
That the reading of books is becom­ 
ing more popular in the rural com­ 
munities of the State is Indicated by 
an announcement by the State 
Li­ 
brary 
Commission 
today, 
which 
states that 19 per cent more hooks 
were circulated in 1922 than in 1921. 
More than 20,000 books were circu­ 
lated In 1922. 
Despite a severe reduction 
in ap­ 
propriations the Library Commission 
will strive to maintain regular book 
service to Its patrons in all pans of 
the State, the announcement said. 
The commission’s ubrary 1» rom* 
posed of 30,000 books. With the ex­ 
ception of encyclopedias 
and other 
large and expensive volumes, all the 
boohs are available wherever citi­ 
zens do not have the privilege of a 
free, tax supported 1! ñ*ary. 
Trans­ 
portation on the books is the only 
expense to borrowers, the announce­ 
ment said. 
Practically all of these 
hooks go into homes that otherwise 
would be without good reading mat- 
t er 
It is estimated by the commission 
that each book is read by five per­ 
sons. 
Many children's books show 
by the names on the cards that they 
are read as many as 15 or 20 t 
At five readin ;s for each hook 100.- 
100 persons were reached by 
t 
3< n ice at a c s• of 8 cents a person. 
Although a smaller appropriation 
for the commission was made by the 
last Legislature, than two years ago. 
fairly adequate allotment was made 
for books and contingent expenses, 
the announcement declared, but the 
reduction In the working force nec­ 
essitated hv the cut in funds is cer­ 
tain to hamper the work of prepar­ 
ing books for use and checking them 
in and out, the announcement con­ 
cluded.

MORE CATTLE ON 
FEED IN THE STATE 
JEFFERSON CiTY. Mo., April 21. 
—There ar i 20 percent more cattle 
on feed in Missouri than there was a 
year ago, according to a statement 
today from the Federal State Crop 
Reporting Service. 
The greatly In­ 
creased number 
of feeding 
cattle 
shipped Into 
the state in 
January 
and February together with 
those 
held over from last fall and not put 
on feed because of the high price of 
corn caused the increase, it was ex­ 
plained in the report. 
The eleven com belt states have 
13 percent more cattle on feed now 
than a year ago with five states east 
of the Mississippi showing 
an In­ 
crease of 15 percent, and those west 
of 12 percent. 
The bulk of Missouri cattle now on 
feed are of lighter we aht with only 
three percent above 1300 pounds. 29 
percent from 1100 to 1300 pounds. 19 
percent from 900 to 1100 pounds, 15 
percent from 700 to 900 pounds and 
34 percent under 700 pounds. 
According to the statement, 
the 
general plan of cattle 
feeder* 
at 
present is to feed light and thus have 
the cattle in good shape for grass 
feeding in order to carry the stock 
though the summer and begin mar­ 
keting at the end of the grazing sea­ 
son. 
Few corn fed cattle * rill be market­ 
ed from MisLOurl during April and 
May, the report said, hut beginning 
in June the movement will begin to 
take volume. 
Cattle feeders now 
plan to market 31 percent In July, 18 
percent in August and 28 percent 
from September on. 
The prevailing 
length of time to feed stock is 90 
days. 
The condition of the cattle 
throughout the state is good, the re­ 
port stated, with pastures som ew hat 
slow and an abundance 
of 
rough 
feed. 
Missouri receipts at the five big 
markets durin- January and Febru­ 
ary were only 5 percent more than 
for the same period of 1922. 
two 
pecent leas than in 1921, 
and 
12 
percent less than 1920. It was said. 
Feeding caHle shipped Into Mis­ 
souri during the same period were 03 
percent more than in Januarv 
and 
February of 1922 81 percent more 
than in 1921. but only six percent in 
excess of the receipts in 1920. 
The feeding of c a ttle Is practicallv 
confined to the wayside counties and 
the western tw>thlrd* of the nor s 
half of the state, while very few cat­ 
tle ar* being f ^d in the eastern am’ 
southern portions, the report con­ 
cluded.

chief engineer of the City Board o. 
Estimate and Apportionment, recent­ 
ly retained to study the problem. 
When smiling Broadway managers 
hang out the “Standing Room Only” 
sign, as they frequently are doing 
nowadays, it means not even stand­ 
ing room In the subways, the report 
discloses, with sometimes as many as 
900 passengers over a capacity load 
trying to get on every train leaving 
through ^ach of the five tunnels the 
ead way from Times Square. 
Failure of the city to limit the 
number of public halls in any given 
area, as is done in London and other 
old world cities, Is blamed by the 
report for the condition. 
I 
“Between 33th and 51st streets and 
between Sixth and Eighth avenues," 
says the report, “there are no less 
than 78 theaters. 
Their combined 
seating 
capacity 
Is 95,000. 
Forty- 
four of them, with a capacity of 56,- 
! 0 0 0, are within a circle having a ra- 
| dius of 1 ,000 feet from the center of 
! Broadway and 42nd street. 
“Assume 
for a moment 
that of 
these 56,000 amusement seekers, 35,- 
000 come from the Times Square sta- 
tion between 8 and 8:30. From this 
station Interborough and Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit trains run both north 
and south, while a shuttle train runa 
to the Grand Central station and the 
east side Interborough line. If these 
3 5 ,000 people were equally distribut­ 
ed 
between 
these 
five 
routes, it 
1 would mean that 7,000 people would 
have to be accommodated by each. 
Now if two-thirds of this total arriv­ 
ed between 8 and 8:15 and one-third 
; between 
8:15 
and 
8:30, it would 
mean that 4,700 people would arrive 
from each of these five directions In 
the latter quarter of an hour. 
“The performances are over very 
nearly at the same 
time, 
and the 
period during which the crowds wish 
to reach the sumway trains is con­ 
siderably shorter. Let 
us assume, 
however, that they will be obliged to 
j occupy the same half hour In dispers­ 
ing. A ten-car train, loaded to capaci- 
ty, holds about 1,300, while with all 
the standing room occupied to the 
limit of decency, it will hold 1,000. It 
then, such ten-car trains left in each 
of these five directions every three 
minutes, it would mean that 940 pas­ 
sengers would try to crowd Into these 
I trains without regard to the number

“The conditions are actually even 
worse than this, as the shuttle trains, 
while they start from Times Square 
station and may be available for the 
theater crowd, are generally made up 
i of less than one-half the number of 
cars assumed for the other trains.

“To visualize this problem a little 
more clearly, attention Is called to 
the fact that the 95,000 people at­ 
tending the 78 places of entertain- 
i ment, when all seats are occupied, is 
more than equivalent to the combin­ 
ed population of Mount Vernon, New

Bronxville, 
Tuckahoe and Scarsdale. 
It is also 
more than the total population, men, 
women and children, uf Montclair, 
Belleville, Bloomfield, Nutley, Glen 
Ridge, Cedar Grove, Caldwell, Essex 
Falls, Verona, and the remainder of 
the Borough of Caldwell.

"I welcome

ideals.

must set our hearts 
against all the sinister forces that 
would defeat the high destiny of 
America. 
For a moment it seemed 
they would succeed but now it must 
be evident that a reaction toward the 
true expfession of America s purpose 
has set in. I rejoice in the thought and 
delight to move among my country­ 
men, laboring with them and seeking 
to bring to the solution of our peace­ 
time problems the same enthusiasm, 
the same dauntless spirit, the same 
vigorous idealism that characterized 
our war endeavor. 
"As I contemplate this structure 
and the noble effort which it me* 
moralizes, 
I 
think 
of 
another in 
France. Those of you who have vis­ 
ited Bourges will remember the home 
of Jacques Coeur. 
It was the home 
of one who though peasant-born and 
handicapped by total blindness ren­ 
dered great service to his people. 
Having long held public office, he de­ 
termined to retire to the scenes of 
his childhood and spend the remain­ 
der of his days there. 
He built a 
magnificent home, rich in architec­ 
tural detail. The outstanding feature 
of it all, however, is the motto which 
he made a part of it. He cauaed to 
be embroidered in the tapestries, to 
be carved in the wood and cut in the 
stone these vibrant w ords: "Aux vail* 
lants rien impossible"; to the valll- 
ant-hearted nothing is impossible. 
Fought for Great ideal. 
"That thought stirs in my soul to­ 
day for it was the watchword of 
America’s youth. They did not offer 
their all 'to save their hides,* as Am­ 
bassador Harvey with such fine feel­ 
ing declared. On the contrary, they 
enrolled eager-hearted 
to seek the 
consummation of a great ideal. Some 
fine purpose was essential in them. 
Mere physical courage alone would 
not have enabled them to endure the 
long hardships, the 
weary 
delays, 
the 
disheartening 
confinement of 
modern war. 
They kept faith with 
their ideals because they believed 
they were 
making 
possible a new 
world era. 
"They did much but much remains 
to be done. 
Six years ago the men 
of the nation marhed away to war. 
That war was fought to a victorious 
conclusion. Yet all evil has not been 
suppressed. 
All oppression has not 
ceased. 
AH injustice has not been 
stamped out. 
To the contrary, the 
hunger of little children, the suffer­ 
ing of mothers, the seething discon­ 
tent of disillusioned men still per­ 
sists. 
The newspapers daily speak 
of determ ined veterans found wan­ 
dering through the streets or confin­ 
ed in miserable jails or poor unfor­ 
tunates lately burned in New York s 
ahameful firetraps. 
"I have made a study of the treat­ 
ment accorded the nation's defend­ 
ers. 
It is my sacred duty to do so 
and I have seen responsible men bar­ 
ter and trade for political advantages 
while broken veterans appealed in 
vain for deserved and promised suc­ 
cor. I detest such methods as thor­ 
oughly as I understand them. 
It is 
particularly the pleasure of the Amer­ 
ican Legion to correct such practices 
and I pledge you my honor that we 
shall not cease our efforts until the 
needs of every American soldier have 
been adequately and sympathetically 
met. It is the^r due. The citizens of 
this nation who are their debtors wil­ 
ling «v adm it it and are eager to dis- 
v ¡; rge the debt. Thus far, however, 
th :ir appointed agencies have been 
I,-w in the prosecution of their la* 
hers, The legion propores to quicken 
tfcalr steps so that the work of re­ 
habilitation of the veterans may soon 
be accomplished.

can Legion. 
Train for Citizenship. 
"The second item on our program 
is the training of- our people for citi­ 
zenship. We cannot sad will not be 
content with the mere physical re- j 
habilitation of thg ex-soldier. Those 
who were maimed and those who re­ 
turned from their service with bodies 
unscarred 
and 
health unimpaired 
must all be helped to become better 
Americans. 
The strength of Ameri­ 
ca is in her sons and 
daughters. 
Wide fields heavy with fruits of la­ 
bor, great cities, humming mills will 
not gain for us a coveted place in 
history. We shall attain the greatest 
glory only when our land is filled 
j with stout-hearted men. vibrant with 
magnificent conceptions of citizen- 
! ship. 
’ But how shall we make men citi­ 
zens? 
First, by Insisting that they 
have trained minds set in sound 
j bodies. Constant endeavor alone will 
enable us to maintain that ideal. You

ple true ci*izens, 
The process will 
be a slow one. 
We must have time

"Since this a popular government, 
it follows inevitably that it cannot 
grow in usefulness 
unless 
its citi­ 
zens grow. 
If the foreigners in our 
land are to grow they must abandon 
their old standards of living which 
permit them to crowd into cramped 
surroundings, shut out from the sun­ 
light, cut off from fresh air. 
Our 
notive stock has traditionally come 
out to the open places where an un­ 
impaired outlook has created some­ 
thing of tolerance and charity, born 
of the open places.

RICHMOND, Va , April 2 1 —Rich 
mond, Virginia, like Rome, stands on 
seven hills, and in Richmond Edgar 
Allan Poe had seven homes. 
A sur­ 
vey of these homes 
has 
recently 
been completed by The Edgar Allan 
Poe Shrine, the Poe memorial asso­ 
ciation. 
Perhaps the most interesting of 
all Poe’s homes is the bouse on low­ 
er Main street where 
his 
mother 
died and from which she was buried. 
It stands with in a stone's throw of 
the Old Stone House, (the home of 
the Poe Shrine), and of the Enchant­ 
ed Garden created jji memory of Poe. 
This old house 
has 
only 
recently 
been brought out of obscurity. 
Pic­ 
tures of it and interesting facts in 
its history will soon be ready for 
publication. 
The second Poe home is the one 
that stood at the corner of Tobacco 
Alley and Fourteenth Street. 
This 
was the residence of the Allans who 
adopted Poe in 1811 after the death 
of his mother. 
It is not generally 
known that the poet returned and 
lived in this same house some years 
later and prior to the Allans* moving 
in 1823 to the spacious home built by 
John Allan at the corner of Fifth and 
Main Streets. 
Very 
little 
has 
hitherto 
been 
known of the house at Fifth and Mar­ 
shall which the Allans occupied for 
a while when Poe was a boy. A por­ 
tion of this old structure still stands 
and D occupied by an antique dealer. 
On 
the opposite corner was the 
school attended by Elmira Royster, 
the poet’s first sweetheart. 
The EUis-AUan warehouse, where 
Poe worked in 1827. and the South­ 
ern Literary Messenger building ad­ 
joining. have both been demolished, 
but the material from the latter has 
been preserved, and ft is the brick 
and stone and wood from this build­ 
ing of which the walks and wail and 
loggia in the Enchanted Garden are 
bu It. 
In restoring the Old 
Stone 
House,— which, by the way. Is 
the 
oldest building 
in 
Richmond.—the 
Poe Shrine has used locks, hinges, 
window cornices and shutters, floor 
ing. and many other fittings which 
were 
obtained 
from 
the 
various 
homes in which 
Poe 
lived 
or at 
which he visited. 
Th° desk he used 
while on the Messenger staff stands 
against the partition which separat 
cil his office from the composing— 
room in the r id Messenger building 
The etii zation of so much material

-ivea to the Poe Shrine an at- 
’ m e in keeping with its object. 
S;* -in* now has complete rec- 
rf the many old landmarks con­ 
nected with Pee. his life, and

Shrine, said: “1 don’t believe that ev­ 
er before in the history of the world 
all the little things relating to the

affectionately and aranged as artis­ 
tically as you have done here.** 
The first anniversary of the found­ 
ing of the Richmond Poe Shrine will 
be observed the week of April 23rd, 
and many prominent persons, espec­ 
ially in the educational world, will 
be present. 
The principal address 
will be delivered on the afternoon of 
April 26th by Dr. John Colvin Met­ 
calf ,of the University of Virginia. A 
distinctive feature of the day follow­ 
ing will be a Cantata of Poe*s poem. 
"To One In Paradise.’* typifying the 
flowers, the fountain and the Shrine 
of the Richmond Poe Memorial. This 
will be rendered by selected voices 
and musicians from the University 
of Richmond. 
It is the first time 
such a Toe Cantata has been attempt 
ed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 21.

000 worth of light tractors,

Your cabbage may be harvested in 
the garden 
from July until 
hard 
freezing, given a little care and plan­ 
ning in sowing seed and transplant­ 
ing. 
The selection of proper varieties 
has much to do with success and the 
best quality of early cabbage

should be secured from a seedsman 
of known reliability and reputation. 
The cabbage needs plenty of room 
and the richest soil available. 
It 
needs plenty of moisture and also 
good drainage. 
The seedlings should 
be 
trans­ 
planted as soon as they have made 
two true leaves; if the ground isn’t 
ready for them transplant them into 
a box or frame. They will be stock­ 
ier for the

When they are to be set into the 
ground, set the plants almost up to

leaves. 
Long-legged 
cab­ 
bages seldom make good heads.

is the squat, close to 
the ground 
growers that give the solid heads 
and proper setting when the plants

The plants of early cabbage may 
be set out by April 15, over a large 
section of the country as they will 
stand quite a little 
frost

early sorts should be set two feet 
apart, in rows from 2^4 to 3 feet 
apart for best results.
